Moissant Who Started Great Flight 
From Paris to London Caitled With 


High Winds Over An Hour in 
yovesn sca datt 36 Miies of 
Journey—Marchin: Damaged. 

London, August 26—Jo'w B, Mois- 


sant, the aviator wh started hiis 
great flight from Paris to London last 
carrying his mechanician with 
him, as a passenger, tried again to 
day to reach London, but was again 
baffled by wind and weather.

since Saturday morning near Gilling- 


week, 


ham, @ little over thirty miles from 
London. He was unable to restrain his 
impatience any longer and went up 


again &t 4.29 o'clock this morning de- 
apite the fact that a 36 miles wind was 
bwwing at the time. He battled with 
the strong wind for fifty minutes 
without covering any ground worth 
mentioning and was finally forced to 
descend in order to replenish his sup- 
ply of petrol. 

After and hour’s delay in getting 
more gasoline, and making some slight 
repairs Moissant again ascended and 
again begam his flight. The treacher- 
ous wind came swirling down and re- 
peatedly struck the top of his aero- 
plane, forcing it towards the earth and 
causing it to drop like a stone for 
great distances, 

Moissant then fought his way higher 
into the air, only to be again beaten 


down, This happened thirty or forty 
times, The sight was a thrilling one. 
The flimsy monoplane switchbacked 


up and down and was in momentary 
danger of being smashed to atoms. 
The sight made the spectators sick 
with fear. During half an hour of 
fighting the wind currents Moissant 
only covered a distance of four miles 

Suddenly a tremendous gust struck 
the top of the machine a hard blow, 
flinging it down a hundred feet and 
causing it to cant sideways. Mois- 
sant, with fine airmanship, partially 
righted the machine amd avoiding a 
high hedge, settled on a hump of 
ground near Kemsing. Had he struck 
the hedge the aeroplane would have 


been smashed to splinters and the 
aviator killed. As it was, the propell- 
er was broken, the frame work was 
smashed, the landing wheels buckled 
and the rudder was damaged. Mois- 
sant and this mechanician, (Albert 
Fileux, were not injured. 

Moissant, although again disap- 


pointed, still keeps up his wonderful 
pluck and nerve. He hes telegraphed 
to Bleriot, the inventor of the machine 
for new parts, and expects to reascend 
within twenty-four hours 


TAFT-ROOSEVELT BREACH.

Beverly, Mass, Aug. 26.—As time

NEW COMPASS FOR WIRELESS. 


Latest Development a Great Aid to | 


Navigators, 
Washington, D.C. Aug. 22,—The 
lust touch of perfection to the use 


of the wireless as a safety appliance 
to ships has been added by several 
Itullan scientists who have collabor- 
ated on a “compass actuated by Hert- 
zian waves.” 

This compass differs from the us 
ual needle used in navigation, in that 
it Js not sensitive to the earth's mag- 


net but to electrical current, With 
this device aboard, a ship's captain 
in the foggiest weather can locate 


any nearby vessel that is sending out 
wireless messages, as the needle points 
directly to the centre of the electric 
currents sent out from the other ves- 
sel, 

Likewise when a ship in 
sends out the wireless C.Q.D. call for 
help, an approaching rescue ship is 
directed by this compass directly to 
the ship. One of the greatest handi- 
eaps heretofore has been the delay 
which has occurred during the search 
for the wrecked ship that has repeat- 
ed wireless directions. In the instance 
of the sinking of the steamship Re- 
public, one of the most notable in 
stances of the value of the wireless 
in calling aid to wrecked ships, the 
vessel @rifted a great distance after 
sending out the C.Q.D. call,

The article, which strongly scores 
Calgary for its laxity amounting al- 
moat to disloyalty, reads as follows:— 

“People throughout Eastern Canada 
frequently ask the question: ‘Is not 
the Canadian west in danger of being 
Americanized?’ and the reply of the 
westerner has always been, ‘No, not 
the slightest.’ 

“I do not think that anyone has 
given that answer oftener than I have 
done myself and I have frequently 
quoted the famous quotation of the 
late Dr. James Robertson to that 
query, namely, that there were three 
things that would prevent it, the Pres- 
byterlan church, the public schools 
and the North-West Mounted police. 

“The other day, when I was in Cal- 
gary, I realized for the first time why 
it was that easterners passing througlt 
the West and making only brief stays 
at some of the principal points, asked 
this question. The day I! spent in Cal- 
gary was the day of the arrival of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his party. I 
noted with dismay and disgust 
that there were actually more Am 
erican than British flags flying. The 
Stars and Stripes appeared aggressive- 
ly everywhere in the decorations even 
to the extent of a small American flag 
on the back of the carriage in which 
the premier was driven from the de- 


both 


pot. There are a great many Ameri- 
can citizens in Calgary. They have 
come there for the benefit of their 
own pocket and they have decidedly 


got more than Calgary has out of the 
bargain. The attitude of many of these 
American citizens at the time of the 
death of His Majesty King Edward, 
was nothing short of a public dis- 
grace, and what the old-time citizens 
of Calgary are thinking of to allow 
this to go on I cannot imagine. The 
old-timers in Calgary were largely 
people directly from the old sod, and 
might naturally be supposed to have 
a particularly warm affection for the 
mother country. .They frankly admit 
they do not like the aggressiveness of 
the lately arrived Americans, but con- 
done their own laxness in this matter 
by saying, ‘The Americans have 
brought in so much money.’ I re- 
member very well at the time of the 
Dominion exhibition in Calgary two 
years ago when we witnessed the 
astonishing spectacle of the Fourth of 
July being celebrated within the gates 
of the Dominion exhibition, and R. B. 
Bennett wearing an American flag in 
his buttonhole, made a most servile 
speech of welcome to the Americans. 
Two of tie most prominent American 


citizens standing near me turned to 
each other and laughed, remarking 
‘These d———d Canadians would sell 


their souls as well as their country 
for an American dollar.’ I do not 
wonder that the Americans took this 
view though it applies to only a few 
and not to all Canadians, even in Cal- 
gary. Calgary has so far forgotten her 
traditions that she talks about Am- 
erican capital having made Alberta, 
whereas as a matter of fact, there 
have been five dollars of British money 
spent in Alberta for every American 
dollar that has been put in. ° 

“It is high time British subjects in 
Calgary woke up to their duty in the 
matter, put down the prominent use 
of the American flag and emphasized 


the British and Canadian flags and 
institutions. If they do not do this 
speedily, it will not mean that the 


‘anadian West will become American- 
ized, but it will mean Calgary will en- 


joy a most unenviable and savory 
reputation for disloyalty.”

REMEDY FOR 8S 

London, Aug. 26—One of the ward 
sisters at the Victoria hospital for 
children, in Chelsea, made a 
simple discovery, of which Mr, H. F. 
Waterhouse, a well Known surgeon, 
“convinced that it 
will prove of life-saving value in the 


treatment of shock.” 
Going his rounds in the hospital 
Mr. Waterhouse stood with the resi- 


dent medical officer beside the cot of 
a 2-year-old child who had been ad- 
mitted to the ward a short time be- 
fore suffering from severe burns 
“That child will die before midnight,” 
remarked Mr, Waterhouse to his com- 
panion. 

But Sister Gray, who was in charge 
of the ward, had noticed during her 
experience in the hospital that child- 
ren who are in the state of intense 
alia which supervenes upon se- 


vere burns are almost invariably cold 
and restless, and that warmth soothes 
them. She determined to try the ef- 
fect of warmth in stimulating the fast 
ebbing vitality of the little body. To 
do so she rigged up the cot as an in- 
subator. 

She tucked 
placed a cradl 
of the crib 


the child up warmly, 
tnverted ever the top 
and covered it all with 
a Dianket. Then she Introduced an 
electric lamp into the crib and soon 
had the air at a temperature of 103 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

She kept it at this temperature 
throughout the night, and next morn- 
ing the child showed signs of over- 
coming the effects of the shock. The 
treatment was persisted in, and to the 
astonishment of all in the hospital 
the little one recovered. 

In discussing the recovery the house 
surgeon said: “Since we adopted this 
method we have never lost a child 
brought te us suffering from burns 
I don't know that this mode of treat- 
ment would be successful in every 
case, because in some instances the 
shock is altogether too great for re- 
covery, but in all the cases we have
